Of things. Of this there cannot be any dowbl. 

Wo find Egypt rich and prosperous ; 4 
great portion of her debt paid, an adinir- 
ably adjusted budget; her revenues increas 
ing enormously, regularly every year—and 
that‘in the face of large and important 
public works, works which daily augment 
the wealth of tho country, Agriculture is 
advancing by leaps and bounds, while com- 
merce and industry devolup and incrense 
with a rapidity unparalluled in the history 
of the world, A well-organized network of 
railroads, steam, navigation, tolegrapha, tele- 
pliongs, and excellently minintainod canals, 
apreads over the country, Schools of every 
kind havoboonopened—-prinury, secondary, 
and hivher sehoola, sees commercial, 
and tmeilical schools. Tho 'fellah works 
quiet? and hppily on bia und, and the 
townsman is growing rich, while business 
proapers increasingly for.one ond of the 
country to the other. From tho mouths of 
tho ‘Nile, from Alexandria ‘to the great 
lakes of central Africa, all across Egypt, 
Nubia, and tho Sudan, peace and 

, quiet reign evorywhero, And—strange as 

“it may seem—all these results havo been 
obtained, nob by increasing the taxes, but, 
on the contrary, by reducing, sind even in 
some cases abolishing them altogether.
